the first th irty days preparation and 
introduction of the bills; the second 
thirty days consideration of the bills 
by the respective com m ittees and the 
rem ainder o f the session to be devot­ 
ed to a consideration o f the calendar. 
F u rth e r providing, is substance, that 
if all of the time aoove specified is 
not needed for bill introduction or for 
com m ittee 
consideration 
or

u rgen t m a tte r should be actually con­ 
sidered by the Legislature during the 
first and second thirty day periods, 
the Legislature may, by a to u r filths 
vote, meet those conditions. 
This plan, in my judgm ent, will 
prevent the usual jam resulting in 
thousands of bills uemg introduced, 
nastily considered by the committees 
and hastily acted upon by the Legis­ 
lature and will, in lieu of that, en ­ 
courage a more deliberative p rep a ra ­ 
tion of a bill, a more thorough con­

legislator to keep b etter posted upon 
the bills th a t are introduced and keep 
his constituents more thorougnly in­ 
formed and enable all those vvno de­ 
sire to be heard for or against any 
Dill to have time for that hearing 
before a com mittee.
